Sontag and Evuna were received yester- 
day from TUB UHI'UIIIJCAN'B Bpecial cor- 
respondent : 


Young's cainp, eight miles from the 


mills, 0 a.m., tisptetnber 10, 


EDITOI: Kiii'UBLicAN.—Two officers and 


myself loft Yiaulia ou September 14th 


* at about 5.30 p.m. with the team and 
wagon that brought the remains of Wil- 
eon and Mcttinnis. We intended to 
drive through to Hands Baker's that 
night, but the loam get dead tired and 
we hud to stop over night at Mr. Bat- 
ton'e, fifteen mites from Yisnlia. Get- 
ting u moonlight start we arrived in time 
for breakfast at Sands Baker, (hero 
meeting Sheriff Henuley and his depu- 
ties, Ed MtOardle and John Ashman, 
John Thicker nod Dan Overall, also the 
AYogy brothers of the Viaalia, or Smith's, 
posje. 


After 
a hoariy breakfast (and we 


cleaned the table in goitd style) the offi- 
corn lield a consultation imd elected Sher- 
iff Henaloy captain of all the d.tfereiit 
poBBeB. It was decided that four or five 
men should KO to Young's, the following 
kaing chosen: Heueley, Smith, Jimmy 
Wapy, Warren Hill and myself. Arriv- 
ing at Dunlap'a met Walter i'ickett and 
McFatter of Heuflley'e posae, Constable 
Uarr of Saunter, ex-Sheriff Ball of Yolp, 
now n Qaloon kouptsr at Bolina, Charlie 
Butler of Bblma and eeveral othera. 


We nextetopped at Mill Creek exchange, 


about 103 yards from Mill Greek school 
house. Will Smith asked the proprie- 
tor, Frank Trawecka, why he fired the 
shot on tho night ol September llth. 
He warte tho eame statement as for- 
merly, "I shot at a do«." After taking 
some cigars we continued our journey, 
stopping at 
Gardiner's to water our 


horses. Then came the hard work of 
climbing the trail, and what a trail- 
rocks and brush rendered it almost im- 
passible. It seemed imposBib.e at limes 
loi the horeea to get through, and I can- 
not yet understand how Smith, Witty 
and the two Indians got down with tho 
two bodies, expecting every minute to 
get ambushed, Smith having Bent Hill 15 
the mil la to telephone to Viaalia, and 
Burke having cut across the mountains, 


ID eomo places the trail led over large 


rockB, giving hardly a footing for a man, 
mach loss for a horeo, and when it was 
eaaj the dust was suffocating. At one 
place the trail Is througn a cat and one 
man could have mown ua all down. Wo 
arrived over (he trail safely, and alter 
resting leu minutes went to Malnwar- 
inge, llensley nod Smith in advance. 
Smith opened the door. The place is a 
kind of a store house; in rough weather 
Qlainwtuiiig 
sleeps at Youngs. We 


found a shotgun there and it was appro- 
priated. We next went to Youngs and 
found 110 one at home, Young being in 
Viealia waiting till the trouble is over, 
and Muiiiwailug having gone to Fresno 
for tho eame reason. 


Young's cabin is built of logs, 10x14, 


with a lolt used (or sleeping quarters. 
Ho has about ton acres of biokon land, 
six acres being in corn and about one in 
garden truck. There are lots of chick- 
ena, too, and very flne ones. Krotn the 
cabin door to the gate is about 50 yards, 
from cabin to spriun 160 yardd. Inside 
tho cabin is about the 0amo as the gen- 
eral run. Alain taring was In no danger 
when giitig to the spring and could have 
eaally given fl alftnal. He waa at the 
bost In line with the cabin and Sontag 
would have had to expose his body to 
get at Mainwaring. Mainwarlne could 
have run aside in the corn in rear of the 
cabin or got behind a tree. It IB strange 
be acted as ho did, AS he is an old ex- 
English soldier and went through the 
Ashantee war. The only excuse he had 
was that Evans and Boning must have 
known that the officers were coming, so 
Bant him to the spring for o bucket of 
water with the remark, "I you make any 
signal or give ua away we will kill you." 


There ia no way for a wagon to get in 


here and tho pathways, or trails, as they 
are called, ia the mountains are gen- 
erally short cuts across the hills. The 
trail to Young's place ia behind a large 
pile of rocks snd tuo house la suddenly 
brought to view, so on arriving the cabin 
was closed and the posse seeing a man 
going for water never gtfve it a thought 
thnt there was dancer. 


We made a careful inspection pi Ev- 


ans' tracks ard not a drop of blood was 
found. There is nothing to show that 
Burke shot at all. He had a good am- 
buscade and could have done excellent 
work, but instead ho took off bis spurs, 
not wanlicg any over-weight, and 
started for camp over the mountains. It 
waa a wonder he did not get lost. On 
the morning ot the Mth Burke got a tel- 
egram from his wife to come home. 


Evans and Sontag must have been 


preparing to repair their shoes, aa paper, 
brads, a hammer and a wedge were near 
their stools at the front window. They 
did not get anything to eat and they 
must have thought the house was about 
to he surrounded or they never would 
have left tbe shotgun or ammunition. 
A later communication, dated atCamp 


Badger, September 18th, is as follows: 


After electing Sheriff Hensley captain 


of the posse, Havelin, Smith, Wagy, 
Overall and your correspondent, also 
Hill, Brown and Ashman proceeded to 
Coffee's and notified tbe men there to be 
careful about wandering about. Clark 
Moore was reported to be at his mining 
camp and we started (or there, meeting 
him on the trail. Hensley questioned 
Moore and told him to go with us to 
Snlpbm springs. 


There we met the Austin brothers of 


Fresno and advised them not to move 
around in their prospecting trips with 
their (tuna. 


We camped at the springs that night 


and next morning Hensley, Smith, 
Wagy and myself started for tho rifle pit 
and Crabtree's. The rifle pit is a great 
piece ol work. 
The earth that was 


thrown around tho sides was covered 
with old leaves and live oak brush, 
making it impossible to be seen by paes- 
ers by. The brash was trimmed on tbe 
inside, and in all it made a comfortable 
Abode. 
The bedding found was de- 


stroyed. The only provisions discovered 
were a few tomatoes and a small piece ol 
pan bread. The pit is situated 200 yards 
above the road to Crabtree's. 


Wo returned to 
tho springe, and 


Glarke Mooro was invited to go with part 
of the poaso to Crablron'fl. Overall, Hill, 
Brown and Afihman accompanied Moore 
to Coffee's, mid on our return we met 
them there. Wo there started for head- 
quarters, 
"Young's 
place," taking 


Clark Moora and hia pack animal wilt 
us. When Moore waa met on the trai 
Smith colled the posae'a attention to 
Moore's tracks. Moore's shoes made a 
track identical with Evans'. Smith re 
marked to Henaley, "Moore'a ahoea 
never made such a track before, and 1 
is evidently made to mislead as." 


This morning part of the posae wai 


sent to the mlllg at Sequoia, and Hens* 
ley, Smith, Waxy and myself eturted 
oat for Sequoia. Ueneley uud Smith left 
UB in uharge of the horses. They worked 
on foot for ooe hour and a half without 
apparent success, after which we started 
Cor Sequoia, meeting the uthert and 
rested. There we gave the horeea the 
best rations we have bad in several days. 
Our greatest hardship Is getting feed for 
the horses; there is little or no hay. The 
brush is something terrible, the trails 
are rough and nearly all the horses have 
to be rtshod. 


Constable J. G. Ashman and Deputy 


Sheriff W. J. Pluktitt returned Sunday 
evening from Sampson's Flat, where 
they accompanied Sheriff Ifenaley and 
others to hunt down Evans and SonUg. 
Constable Ashman was interviewed by 
i RBPUJILICAN reporter and gave some 
ntereating information. 


First of all he stated the falsity of the 


•umor of the killing of an old man named 
Woody by the outlaws because he had 
Defrayed them. Ashman said Woody 
had not betrayed the outlaws and had 
not been molested by them. There was 
no foundation for the report at all. The 
constable also denied that Sheriff Hens- 
ey had picked up a sack of Hontag's am- 
nunilion in the corn field through which 
lie outlaws made their escape. 


Ashman confirmed the finding of blood 


on several corn stalkp, but there is a 
good deal of difference of opinion among 
>he oftice'rB us to whose blood it is. Some 
lelieveit to be i£vans' nutl others Bori- 
ng's. Others still doubt that it is tbe 
»lood ul either. 


There are more than twenty men iu 
i 


he mountain? prcBGcutiug the search I 
or the robbers and this force will soon ! 
30 increased. 
Sherifl" Heneley is in \ 


oininaud. The trails are well guarded 
t being tho intention to prevent tbe rob- 
aoi'B from returning to SampBoii's Mat or 
artber south. The persons suspected rf 
Bing friendly to the robbers and of hav- 
g given them aid and information are 
eiug closely watched. 
Constable Ashman said further that 
he officers have received what they coa- 
ider trustworthy information concern- 
ng the present whereabouts of the train 
ubbers. It is almost certain they have 
one to Eehaui valley, about fift^an 
miles from Sampson's Flat and much 
lore eparaely settled than tbe latter 
ilace. Evans used to have a ranch 
here and knows the country thor- 
upbly. 
Sheriff Henpley and hie poppe will not 


eturn fora week yet, unless something 
hould happen. 
They are making a 


borough search, but on account ot the 
mture of the country they must advance 
lowly and with great caution, to guard 
gainst surprises. This is a danger, 
towever, they will never be able to avoid 
ntirely. 
Clark Moore is now at Uunlap. He 


was Bent there by Sheriff Hensley, who 
rdered him to stay there until further 
•dei 6. The settlers in that country are 
iost of them in sympathy with the 
fflcere, desiring to see the robbers cap- 
ured or killed. They are afraid to take 
part in the pursuit for fear of the conao- 
uences should Evans and Sontag elude 
heir pursuers. The sheriff understands 
his and bos advised them to remain 
leutral. 


Of course, hardly a day passes that 
umor does not report several men killed 
>y the robbers, and yesterday waa no 
ixception to the rule. It was reported 
lere that Constable Green and Howard 
Volls of Madera had been shot and 
tilled by Sontag and Evans. It took 
mt little time to prove the falsity of this 
umor. Word was received from Ganger 
bat Detective Thacker had telephoned 
own from the mountains as late as 4.31) 
n the afternoon that nothing of import- 
inco had occurred. If tho officers 11 rid It 
lOBsible to follow tlio robbers into Ishara

TWO BHAKEMEN. 


Oue Plunges a Knife Iiitu tlio Abdo- 


men of the Oilier—A Womiui 


iu the Case, 


C. R. Moots, a brake man on tho South- 


irn Pacific road, was stabbed and eeri- 
maly injured yoaterday by a fellow 
irakeman named J. H. Payne. 


Fnyne made MB escape altar the etab- 


ring, und tbe wounded man was taken 
o tho ofllco o[ tbe Dre. Manpin, wbore 
lie wound was dreesed. 


It wae found that tbe knife blade bad 


entered tbe left side of tbe body and 
>enotrated tbe abdomen to tho depth of 
wo inches. There was profuse bleeding, 
and the patient BufTpiod great pain until 
a hypoderm c injection of morphine was 
idministored. He WEB then removed to 
its apartment, room 9, iu tbo Thompson 
od^ing house, where he was BRBO by a 
itfi'unucAN reporter a,nd made the fol~ 
awing statement: 


Moots was playing soven-up in the sa- 


loon of tho Tombs hotel witb two other 
men and Payne waa a spectator of tho 
game. A young lady happened to pass 
iy at the time and Payne made a B!idli- 
ng remark concerning her. Moots re- 
lahed him for speaking in Ihat manner 
>f a lady whom he did not know and 
Payne became very angry. 


He went away and returned shortly 


utterwtv da with an open knife in bis 
band. Moots was at tlio bar drinking 
with Rome Monde, and Payne called 
lira an opprobrious name several times. 


Moots Btruck Payne and Payne plunged 


the knife into Moots' Bide. The assail- 
ant i icked up a gold ring that had been 
torn from Moots* finger ID the melee and 
ran away witb it. 


A warrant was leaned by Justice of 


Jie Peace Prince for Payne's arrest on 
the charge of assault to mnrder. 


Both parties bad been on friendly 


;erma up to the time of the fight.

members of the regular army and navy 
and consisted of five brinades, including 
troops of the regular army, naval bat- 
teries and u arinee, district National 
Guard posls of the Department of the 
Potomac, G.A.K. tmil Sons of Veterans. 


At the troaeury building It was re- 


viewed by Vice President .Morton. Gen- 
eral Palmer received a telegram from 
President Harrison who deeply regretted 
hie inability to be present. General Pal- 
mer delivered the introductory addroas. 


The fight for tho houor of entertaining 


the Grand Army a year hence has begun. 
Indianapolis is first iu the lield and push- 
ing her case vigorously, but Lincoln, 
Neb., has began to urge He claims. Thus 
fai these are trie only cities suggested.

Baird alleges that he has a wife, child, 


and aister dependent upon him for sup- 
port and that they tire In a destitute con- 
dition and living on tho charity of friends. 
Ho has business intflreats in Loa Angeles 
and this county of the aggregate value of 
$30,000, but tho properly is eo hypotl:o- 
cufsd that it will t J totally lost if it does 
not receive tho immtJIato attention of 
the petitioner. 


If set at liberty for even a short time, 


petitioner believes he could realize seven 
or eight thousaud dollars on tho prop- 
erty, which would be eufllclent to sup- 
port his family durinp tils confinement, 
in case the judgment be aflirmed. Th e 
property will be totally lout, however, 
and his family be left in want or to mib- 
fclst on charity it ho is not temporarily 
set at liberty on bail pending the ap- 
peal,

Bo long as cholera continues to spread 


over Europe, aud has reached tbe At- 
lantic states in spite of the persistent ef- 
forts to arrest its pronress, we cannot 
(eel exempt from tbe danger o its intro- 
duction iuto our state. 


Ordinary prudence dictates the propri- 


ety of takiug such precautions as will 
reduce the chances of its invasion to the 
minimum, or failing to prevent its in- 
vasion, to adopt 
such measures m 


advance ol its approach as will to llie 
utmost restrict its spread. 


To prevent its admission among our 


people, will depend chiefly npon the 
vigilance and intelligent 
activity cf

It is 
also true that all sanitary improvements 
are of lasting benefit, and if we now ea- 
capo this disease, the results ot tin san- 
itary work accomplished will be seen in 
a better state of the public health, leas 
sickness and a lower death rate. 


The value ot action before disease ap- 


pears is bayond all comparison greater 
ban tn'at taken in the p'oaence ot an 
pidemic. Public safety will be best se- 
ured by such preparation as ifl known 
,o be most effective, before the approach 
of tho foe. 
Fortifications cannot be 


erected while 'under the fire of the 


sanitary barriers which de'end 


ram fatal disease are much the same, 
vhotLer it be Asiatic cholera or any 
other infectious malady. The watch- 
word of protection is cleanliness. If wo 
make ourselves clean, and our surround- 
DRS clean, the cholera may come, but it 
will fail to find any abiding place. 


What to dn will be beat understood by 


knowing how cholera is communicated. 


Cholera IB not contagious In tbo same 


sense that, scarlet lever anil small pox 
are contagions; it is not what is com- 
nonly called "catching." If disinfec- 
tion and other proper precautions are 
used, there is scarcely any risk that tho 
disease will epreml to thoao that nureo 
or otherwise attend cloaoly upon the 


It' is the present belief of acientists 


that it is always communicated by a 
BpociOc infection—a living germ, known 
as the comma bacillus. Every precau- 
tionary effort has relation to preventing 
tho propagation of this germ and to its 
destruction. Tho disoaBo cannot exist 
unless tho germ exists. Korean tUo dis- 
ease occur unices tlio germ gains access 
to t!io intestinal canal. All measures of 
prevention arc based oil these facts. 


The cholera germ can be reproductive 


outside tho human body under favorable 
conditions. Vile, filthy, undrained or 
uneewered tenements, filth-saturated Boll 
from leaky drain pipes, an atmosphere 
reeking with tho gases of decay, soil 
polluted with tho putrefactive compounds 
from garbage, kitchen ulopa, sink drains, 
overflowing privy vaults, aud tho over- 
crowed haunts of vice and crime, in 
which mieery compels tha poor also to 
seek shelter, furnish iu tbe most inviting 
forms the essential conditions for tho 
propatiatiou cf tho coutngium of cholera.
